EPITOME OF THE FLOOD STORY. 


0 


One life was lost in the flood of yesterday. A Japanese 


disappeared beneath the torrent. This was after a noble 
effort had been made to save him. One boy, a pupil at St 
Louis College, was rescned by a young companion. Dozens of 
women and children had narrow escapes. The relief work 
was well organized and grandly effective. Able volunteers 
turned out by the hundreds. ,Men of every walk of life were 
willing for any task presented. 


The deluge was caused by heavy rainfall. At first it was 


supposed that there had been a cloud-burst. Nunanu stream 
for three hours was a big, mad river. It was kept within its 
stone walls, but before these had been reached by the flood, 
the water left the course and spread over a couple of hundred 
acres. The waters were the highest at 2:30 in the afternoon. 
The stream went down three feet in two hours after. 


Five bridges on the line of the rush of water stood. At one 


time water was flowing over two of the bridge floors. 


The loss of property will not foot up heavily in dollar 


figures. Damages to houses and lands were considerable, and 
a great many poor people have all but lost their little homes, 
and will find considerable of their property missing. 


This was the greatest flood the town has ever known, and 


.was the most appalling and interesting exhibition of devasta- 
tion by elements, since the great fire. 


HERO OF THE DAY. 


Wm. -Wells, a sailor of the American 


bark' R. P. Rithet, was the aero of 
the flood and deserves a testimonial. 
He is a 'boy of 21, bom in New Zea- 
land. He came here December 24, 1896, 
in the company of the British bark 
Northbrook. The Northbrook put into 
Honolulu at that time for medicines. 
Several of the men were down with 
malaria fever. Wells had just finished 
his time as an apprentice. He secured 
a release and Joined the Rithet. Since 
that time he has been with the sugar 
and merchandise packet in all her trips 
between this port and 6an Francisco. 


Not a great many adventures have 


.been experienced by young Wells, but 
assays he does not think he can en- 
gage in a more thrilling enterprise 
than that of yesterday if he alternates 
b*t*reen battle field, fire scene end flood 
wreckage all the rest of bis day*. 
Wells U & modest, intelligent, floe 
chap and rather seeks <o elude the 
honors which come to him for hi» con-

There was grand cheering from the 


throngs of people on the shores and 
in the houses. Welle had the Japanese 
entirely ia hand. Wells is a strong 
rwimmer and k looked as though be 
would reach a stream wall before the 
current carried tbe two of them to Be- 
retania street bridge. This could not 
be done. The crowd was involuntarily 
breathless as the Britisher and the 
Japanese- went under the bridge. It 
appeared to the onlookers that Wells 
dived with his burden. This was not 
the case. The water was flowing over 
the bridge. In a second or a fraction 
of one. Wells was seen to come to tbe 
surface alone clear to the bridge. In 
another instant the Japanese was seen 
floating. The two men were some dis- 
tance apart Welts swam for the man 
In distress. Tbe Japanese sank. Wells 
was carried on. The Japanese came 
to the surface. Wells struck out for 
htm. 
Tben the Japanese sack and 


was wen no more. Hfr .body was car- 
ried oot to sea wjth tbe flotsam and 
j&tsam. Wells, by the greatest effort 
mao&ged to reach tb» stream* waK 
within a few feet of the King street 
bridge. 
He. was cheered and congra- 


tulated. In a few minute* be left for 
his ve*«el, before Mar Ing, however, ex- 
pressing regret that he had be«n un- 
able to save the Japanese. Sreryone 
•dsDlred Wells. Even t/bowe who had 
wildly *honted to hhn early in the bat- 
tle to leave the Japanese and save hlm- 
n*)f. were gl*d that he had made every 
effort to rescue the one victim.

School street bridge is high 
above the stream, but there was a fine 
flood beneath. Just above the Kukui 
street bridge the only houses actual- 
ly floated away by the flood were 
seen. There were two small cottages 
adrift 
The occupants had left them 


early in the storm. 


The greatest bodies of water were 


in and immediately mauka of Kaunra- 
kapili and in the Aala district, includ- 
ing as well the depot and yard prem- 
ises of the Oahn 'Railway and Land 
Company. In Kaumakapili and around 
St Louia College, this being either 
side of the etream, the water was from 
two to six feet deep for three or four 
hours. The little lane leading to the 
two Chinese theaters In Aala was a 
duplicate of the Nuuanu stream, but 
without so swift a current Men wad- 
Ing about were up to their waists and 
neoks.

The 
water stretched away in the switching 
yards, completely hiding the track 
from view.

"What part of the whole adventure 


most impressed you?" 


"There was more than one thing that 


seemed to me remarkable or vivid or 
something like a book or a play on 
the stage. Going under the bridge I 
thought about twice, even if it was 
only a second or so. One thing was 
that I had lost the man and the other 
was that my clothes might get so 
heavy that they would hinder me, but 
come to think of now, I had been wet 
as to clothes for an hour. I kept won- 
dering all the time why there was no 
line thrown. It seemed to me that the 
fellows ashore were too excited to think 
of that. I heard lots of things that 
were said, and the roar of the water 
was pretty loud, too. 
I heard them 


tell me to let him go and save myself 
and I heard one man shriek "He's only 
a Jap; you're a fool. Save yourself.' 
Right after I thought H. might be a 
good plan to try to stop against the 
bridge I had it come to me like a flash 
that I would be battered up awfully if 
I did hit the timber, and that the Jap- 
anese -would fare even worse. I fig- 
ured quick that I had better go pretty 
deep to get under the timbers. I was 
going to dive again and go right on to 
tie harbor if I had found that I was 
too much played to reach the bank 
before I came to the last bridge." 


•'Ever been overboard before?" 
"Don't think I ever had a real ad- 


venture of any kind before in my life. 
I've always expected to have. When 
I was an apprentice aboard the North- 
brook we were in lots of places and 
had lots of weather, and there have 
been some pretty good blows for us on 
tie Rithet between here and San Fran- 
cisco, but I've never had any chance 
like this afternoon. It will give me 
something to think about and to write 
bom* about." 


Wells knows the Englteh language 


quite well. He haa studied an< read. 
He like* the sea and says ibe will al- 
ways follow it. 
In Honolulu he has 


made only a few acquaintances, but he 
Ittees the town very much. The Ritbfrt 
has been in port only « couple of days. 


Marshal Brown IB directing a search

In 
every one of these the water had en- 
tered and was over the floors and 
barrkea against the-counters antf walls 
and boxes and barrel? of goods.' There 
were sights till the scenes so novel at 
first became monotonous. Each Chi- 
nese merchant had followed the same 
plan. They piled goods on the count- 
ers and on empty boxes and barrels 
and then stored their families on top 
of the lot. Every Chinese shopkeep- 
er has a family. 
It was early to be 


seen that these people were not in 
great danger. 


There will be heavy losses for the 


families living mauka of the Chinese 
theater locality and in fact all the 
way along between 'St. Louis College 
district and King street Scores of 
Hawalians and foreigners who have 
little ihomes in this neighborhood have 
had inflicted loss from which they can- 
not recover for some time. It will he 
months before the full effect of the 
flood is gone. 


Suggestions were made yesterday 


afternoon and last evening for a citi- 
zens' relief commission. The best ad- 
vice seemed to be to wait an invest! 
gation by Marshal Brown, who will 
send trustworthy men into all the 
flooded districts today to learn just 
what damage ihas been and to ascertain 
if there are any people in actual want. 
There ia earnest talk of reviving the 
Citizens' Sanitary Board for the pur- 
pose of making several inspections of 
the town. It is the opinion of men 
who have given the subject attention 
that unless extraordinary precautions 
are taken there will "be au immense 
amount of sickness in the city after the 
rain ceases. 


THE RAILWAY. 


General Manager IHlllngham and 


Superintendent Dennison of the Oahu 
Railway sent word that they would 
spare some men If there was need of 
assistance to save 
lives. 
Marshal 


Brown sent back the message that he 
felt the ralrway people should look 
after their own property and thanking 
Mr. DHltngham for the offer. A large 
force of men was mustered in for 
work about the railway yards and some 
fine maneuvering was done to -keep ofl 
the flood. There was some heavy tem- 
poray drainage provision that eared 
the company thousands of dollars. 
Fortunately, there had been provision 
for a oonirlderable Invasion of water 
and the railway people were able cot 
only to prevent any alarming: damage 
to tieir property, but as well to ke*p 
trains moving. The train trom Waia- 
na« and Ewa arriving In the evening 
was a trifle late. The track was under 
water ia a number of places on the 
line.

The Committee on Printing reported 


the bill to provide for the election of 
Senators printed and ready for distrib- 
ution.

The special committee appointed to 


consider the item of Insane Asylum 
and the need of new T>uildlngB recom- 
mended the appropriation of $25,000 
for a fire-proof building of concrete 
"with iron roof, the appropriation of 
$2,600 for the purchase and erection of 
an- electric plant lor the Asylum and 
an increase in the appropriation for 
maintenance to $33,600. The report 
was received to be considered with the 
current atooount appropriation bill. 


Senator Brown introduced the cable 


bill of which he had previously given 
notice. The bill passed first reading 
and went to the Printing Committee. 


On motion of -the Attorney-General 


the House bill relating to the suspen- 
sion of sentence was brought to its 
third reading for passage. Senator Ly- 
man said he was not satisfied dthat the • 
law was constitutional. He shewed in 
one section that permission was givea 
for suspending ^sentence in cases of 
crime. 
He thought that it. might be 


construed to include even thirSrlghest 
crime, perhaps murder. In that case, 
since if the defendant is not brought 
up within 13 months for sentence he 
could not be -brought up again, there 
was a great possibility of a great crim- 
inal escaping. The Constitution- gave 
the pardoning jower to the Igrggdent 
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The Aitoraey-<3eneral explained, 'the' 


meaning of the bill In its relation to & 
recent decision of the Supreme Court 
that courts of record now have power 
to suspend sentence. He said he be- 
lieved that on that decision the Court, 
if it declared bhis act unconstitutional, 
would reverse its own decision. He 
then read the decision of the; Court. 


Senator Brown also spoke on the 


legal points and quoted from deeisiooB 
of New York Counts. The iAttprney- 
Oeneral further explained in answer 
to the objection of Senator Lyman that 
it placed toe. pardoning power for high 
crime in the hands of lesser magis- 
trates, that under the present larw the 
district magistrates did not have the 
power in cases of high crime. The 
•power was vested only te courts of 
record. The bill then passed, 8 voting 
in the afflrmadion and 5 in the nega- 
tion. 


The bill relating to .pounds and es- 


trays passed first reading and went to 
the Judiciary Committee. 


The bill to exempt the Sailor's Home 


Society and the Y. M. C. A- from tax- 
ation was supported by Senator Mc- 
Camlless who brought petitions from 
the principal business men of the city 
in favor of the exemption. 


Senator Brown said he was In favor 


of the spirit of the exemption, but he 
believed that it was unconstitutional. 


Senator MoCandless read from the 


session laws of 1896 exempting proper- 
ty of schools and religious societies 
from taxation when used exclusively 
for such purposes. 


Senator Brown thought it would be 


establishing a dangerous precedent to 
exempt the Y. M. C. A. He asked 
where the •Legislature could begin to 
stop if it once exempted. He appreciat- 
ed fully the work of the association. 


The title to the bill and the sections 


were amended to conform to the word- 
ing of the charters of the institutions, 
the preamble was eliminated and the 
first section passed on a rote of sir 
to seven. President. Wilder voting. 
Senator Kauhane cast the deciding 
Tote aa he at first declined to rot*. 
Senator Brown at once moved to refer 
back to the Judiciary Committee for 
revision. Senator Baldwin mored to 
rnBtrnai the committee to bring in «. 
bill covering the Sailor's Horn* Soci- 
ety only. Senator Brown's motion was 
carried by the same vote a* that on 
the ftm section.

control of their superiors. The bill 
passed second reading and was set for 
third reading Wednesday. 


Under snapension of the rules the 


Judiciary Committee reported on the 
Wll providing for the registry of ves- 
sels. 
The passage of the bill with 


slight amendments was recommended. 
Acting on the suggestions brought out 
at the public meeting of the' commit- 
tee on the bill a proviso was intro- 
duced and adopted restricting the Is- 
suance of registers of vessels to citizens 
or corporations having a place of busi- 
ness and having carried on such busi- 
ness within the Republic for the two 
years immediately preceding such ap- 
plication for registry. The clause con- 
fining the issuance of registry when 
applied for 'by corporations to such as 
have the majority of their stock owned 
by citizens of the Republic was omit- 
ted. Declaration must also be made by 
eorporatlorfs, as for individuals, that no 
aliens are interested in the vessel or 
Its profits or issues except those who 
may be'owners of the capital stock of 
such corporation. The act is not to 
affect existing registers. The bill then 
passed the reading and the Senate ad- 
journed.

Minister Damon's act to consolidate 


the public debt of the Republic of Ha- 
waii, passed first reading by title and 
was referred to the Printing Commit- 
tee, Rep. Gear's bill to provide against 
the adulteration of food and drugs, 
took the same course. 


Rep. Robertson gave notice of his in- 


tention to introduce the following: 
"An act to authorize and provide for 
the construction, maintenance and op- 
eration of a street railway or railways 
in streets and roads on the Island of 
Oahu." This is the Honolulu Rapid 
Transit Co.'s franchise. 


The Judiciary Committee to whom 


was referred House Bill No. 46, relat- 
ing to the trial o£ titles to land, re- 
ported as follows: 


"The bill seeks to confer upon cer- 


tain district courts the power to try 
title by land. Under the present law, 
no district courts have that authority. 
We see no occasion for amending the 
law and as the Introducer of the bill 
has informed us that he does not 
wish the bill to (be passed, we recom- 
mend dt be indefinitely postponed." 


The following resolutions were then 


introduced and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Public Lands.

LOAN ACT READY 


THREE QUARTERS OF A MILLION 


Shavede-Down Prom Twice That 


Sum — Registry Bill Passes 


Second Reading. 


SENATE. 


Twenty-eighth Day, March 23. 


A forecast of the discussion which 


will arise when the loan bill is intro- 
duced was had in consideration of the 
current account appropriation bill. 
There will be serious controversy as to 
which items shall be included in the 
loan bill and which should be Included 
in the current account. The loan bill 
will probably be introduced In. a few 
days. The Executive have spent much 
time in considering permanent Im- 
provements and petitions from the 
other Islands. Minister Cooper stated 
that if the bill included all the sched- 
ule as outlined by the House it would 
total more than a million and a half. 
Absolutely 
necessary 
improvements 


only have been retained and these al- 
ready amount to $758,000. 


Minister Cooper favors making a spe- 


cial account of a portion of the im- 
provements, amounting to 
in 
the 


neighborhood of $368,000. 
One item 


considered, as reported by the Public 
Lands Committee, was for $35,000 for 
a road in North 'Hilo District to com- 
plete the road making a circuit of the 
Island. This item was withdrawn upon 
the announcement that it formed a 
part of the loan bill estimate. 
The 


item of $25,000 for a new fire-proof 
building for the Asylum for the In- 
sane will be considered in that relation 
as well. 


Acting on the same committee report 


the appropriation for the Asylum was 
increased from $29,000 to $33,600, and 
$2,600 was added to establish an inde- 
pendent electric lighting plant. 


The manner hi which the $1,200 for 


expenses of road engineer has been 
drawn met the disapproval of the Sen- 
ate on the report of Minister Cooper 
who had investigated. From his state- 
ment it appeared that the money has 
been drawn in lump sums of $50 per 
month with no itemized vouchers. The 
vouchers for the total amount only had 
been approved 
The item was passed 


as in the bill with a rider attached 
that the money be used exclusively 
for traveling expenses with the sub- 
mission of vouchers for each Item. 


A proviso was attached to the title 


of the Bureau of Public Works to the 
effect that work shall not be com- 
menced, conducted or accepted in the 
various districts of the Islands except 
upon the recommendation and appro\- 
al of the several district road boards 
Th s was done to relieve the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works of some of hi?

day morning the Attorney-General re- 
plied to questions propounded by Rep.

proximity of same to each other, I 
would state that the only instance I 
am aware of where injury has resulted 
therefrom was in the case of Lum Che 
Achi, the father of W. C. Achi, who 
was killed March 29, 1897, by being 
thrown from a tramcar while standing 
on the right hand step of the front 
platform of the car just as it paased 
over a switch on its way to Palama, 
which switch is in front of the Reform- 
atory School. 


"The sudden jerk of the car caused 


by its passing over the switch caused 
Lum Achi to loose his hold, he fell oft 
to the right hand side of tne car, and 
in falling struck against a telephone 
pole which is three feet, six and oae- 
half inches from the nearest rail of 
the trauncar track. 


"The result of this fall and striking 


against the telephone ipole was to cause 
Lum Achi's legs to be run over by the 
wheels of the tramcar, and from these 
injuries he died a few hours after- 
wards.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The mem'bers were very slow abou 


getting back to their places. The mat 
ter under discussion was a most im 
opr.tant one and the few present when 
the House was called to order, were 
very much put o*ut by the seeming dis 
interestedness on the part of the ab- 
sent members. 


Section after section wae taken up 


discussed and passed 
with various 


amendments by the committee and by 
individual members. 


Consideration of Section 57, setting 


the annual fee of hunting with fire- 
arms at five dollars^ awakened Rep 
Richards. This waa certainly a hard- 
ship on 'Hllo where there was no game 
Only five months in the year people 
could hunt and then it was only after 
plover. He moved (that five dollars be 
the license for Hawaii and that one 
dollar bo made the license for all other 
districts. 


Hep. Kaai stated be could see no 


reason why Hilo should object to pay- 
ing as much as (Honolulu. From the 
talk he toad heard by Hllo people he 
had been led to believe -that the Rainy 
City was a very large place and ithe 
people ought to be proud to pay as 
much as (Honolulu. 


Rep. Wilder referred to indiscrimin- 


ate killing of plover, geese, ducks and 
other migratory birds in Hilo as having 
an effect on the other Islands. There 
was as much need of a restriction in 
Hilo as in any other place. 


The section finally passed with the 


amendment that wild deer be included 
in this part of it: "Provided, however, 
that this provision shall not apply to 
the shooting of wild goats, wild hogs 
and wild cattle, or to such pests as 
mongoose and rabbits." 


The section relating .to boarding 


houses was amended so that a private 
family may take in seven boarders or 
lodgers without the need of a license. 
The bill had ten as the number. This 
was deemed an injustice to the hotels. 


When Section 80, relating to milk 


license was brought up, 'Rep. Isenberg 
jumped to the floor and asked: "What 
are we coming to? Robbery? 
If I 


were in town I would have to pay $50 
for a license." Just here there were 
cries of "Good;" "Good!" from various 
members and Mr. Isenberg sat down 
saying: "Very well, if that's the way 
you look at it. I have nothing more 
to say. 


Wnat Mr. Isenberg referered 
to 


when he mentioned roT>bery was the 
following clause: "The annual fee for 
a license to sell milk in the District 
of Honolulu shall be ten dollars, and 
an additional fifty cents per head for 
each milch cow over ten which may be 
used for furnishing milk to be sold 
under the license." 


The Hou'se became disorderly at this 


point. Questions back and forth were 
asked and the Speaker was all but lost 
sight of. Finally Rep. Kaai moved to 
adjourn. The motion was put and the 
Speaker declared the House adjourned. 


Kanalua" was called several times, 


but Mr. Kaulukou was obdurate and 
once more declaring the House ad- 
journed, arose and left the room. Rep. 
Gear who voted against adjournment, 
declared he would bring the question 
up on the next day. 


HE OPPOSES. 


Mr. Loebenstein Against the In- 


come 1'ax Act. 


Representative Loebenstein has an- 


nounced that he will be against the 
Income Tax Act now pending in the 
House. The bill, as presented by Mr. 
Robertson of Oahu, is still in commit- 
tee. It was reviewed by a meeting of 
business men at the Chamber of Com- 
merce hall last week and was condemn- 
ed by resolution. The Government had 
declined to further the measure. Mr. 
Loebenstein will oppose the Income 
Tax Act on grounds that will differ 
from the reasons given by others who 
believe it untimely or unjust. He says 
it will raise up a class distinction in 
the country and that he does not want 
to be instrumental in forwarding any 
legislation that might make it appear 
that it was a virtue to be poor or a 
crime to be rich. The gentleman from 
Hawaii holds also that an Income Tax 
can be too easily evaded and that it 
is-not tangible enough.

•First Decision In the Maul Railway 


Fight-By Judge Perry-^ome 


Points In Opinion. 


Judge Perry has rendered a decision 


in tb& Injunction suit of the Hawaiian 
-Commercial Co., Litd., against the Ka- 
hului Railway Co., Ltd. This matter 
js from Maul. The finding Is favorable 
to the Kahulul Company. 


About three weeks ago, *he Hawai- 


ian Commercial people, at night and 
•with a considerable force of men, laid 
a railway track over the track of the 
Kahulul Company. Considerable ex- 
citement was created on ithe Island of 
Maul and the first reports received here 
were to the effect that serious trouble 
had been but narrowly avoided and 
that friction in the future which might 
result in the loss of Idfe was not at 
all unlikely. There was no disturb- 
ance of the peace. The Kahulul people 
were extremely indignant and the 
Commercial people though they had 
accomplished a master stroke and were 
happy In satisfaction. It appears the 
Commercial Company proposes to ex- 
tend Its plantation railway system, 
construct a <new wharf, operate steam- 
ers and1 (practically cease patronage of 
the Kahulni railway and the Wilder 
S. S. Company. Mr. (Wheeler a very 
prominent member of the San Francis- 
co and California bar came to'the 
Islands to be counsel for the Commer- 
cial Company during the railway right 
of way flght. 


So soon as the Commercial Company 


had completed its crossing over the 
Kahului Company rails, Ita attorney 
came to Honolulu and applied for a 
Court order to enjoin the Kahulul 
Company from In any way interfering 
wtth the crossing or touching it or ob- 
structing the use of it, claiming that 
there was a serious flaw in the right of 
way title of the Katoului Company in 
that particular section of the Island. 
A temporary injunction was granted 
and the case came on for a hearing on 
its merits (before Judge Perry. The 
Judge has dissolved the Injunction. 
Mr. Wheeler has returned to the Coast, 
but leaves the case in the hands of 
•General Hantwell. Klnney & Ballon 
are lawyers for the Kahuhil people. 
Of what the next step In proceedings 
will be there is as yet no hint. In 
the finding! Judge Perry saya that the 
Kahulul people have been using the 
land under the claim of Tight for six- 
teen years to the knowledge of the 
other company. If the JKalhulul Com- 
pany Is a trespasser, sets forth the de- 
cision, it may be proceeded against in 
the usual form in the Courts. Follow- 
ing are extracts from the opinion of 
-Judge Perry: 


'The course pursued by the com- 


ptelnanit corporation in putting in the 
crossing at night and thus getting pos- 
session of land at the time exclusively 
in possession of another, against the 
will of such other, and without ad- 
judication of its rights by the Courts, 
is one which this Court does not ap- 
prove of, and which therefore it can- 
not encourage. (For this course I wish 
to say, Mr. Hartwell ds in no way re- 
sponsible—The work had been done 
and the crossing completed before he 
came into the case.) If It Is proper 
thus to put In a crossing and to that 
extent to interfere with the possession 
of another, it would be equally proper 
to entirely dispossess such other in 
the same manner of the same portion 
of track, or of the whole tnack. The 
•difference would be merely in degree, 
not la principle. A party not In pos- 
session, under circumstances such as 
exist In this case, should await the de- 
cree or Judgment of the Court, declar- 
atory of the rights of the parties, be- 
fore taking possessio*. 


"Even though the respondent Is a 


trespasser or wrongdoer, still I think 
that his possession cannot properly be 
interfered ,wrth <by preliminary injunc- 
tion, issued ex parte. 


"It is immaterial that It Is alleged 


In the bill that the crossing does not 
Interfere with the running of respon- 
dent's engines or cars. 
Complainant 


will use Tts new track or crossing, and 
such use will present to respondent's 
engines and cars new dangers which 
must be avoided and guarded against 
The possession is interfered with."

Judge W. L. Stanley of the Firs 


Circuit Court has rendered a decision 
In the case of Jas. A. King, Mlniste 
of Interior for the Republic of Hawal 
vs. The Oahu Railway and Land Com 
pany. The opinion is on "Demurrer 
and on Motions to dissolve Temporary 
Injunctions." Gen. A. S. Hartwell and 
Alfred W. Carter are attorneys for the 
Government in the matter and Klnney 
& Ballou are counsel for the Oahu Rail 
way and Land Company. 


The Oahu Railway and Land Com- 


pany held Its wharf land or water 
front in the harbor here on a ten-yea 
lease from the Government. This In 
strument was made at the time L. A. 
Thurston was Minister of the Interior 
One of the provisions of 'the lease wa 
that the company would peaceably va 
cate at any time upon being given no- 
tice for ninety days and upon being 
paid for its Improvements. This no 
tice was given September 27, of las 
year and expired in December. Ten- 
der of an estimate of the value of th 
Improvements was made. The sum was 
a large one and was offered in gold by 
the Minister of the Interior, Captain 
King. The Railroad Company declin- 
ed to leave the land and refused the 
tender of money tor the Improvements 
Further than this, the Railway Com- 
pany proceeded to condemn the lam 
under dispute, citing Ita statute o 
"Eminent Domain" and securing an 
order from the Court restaining th< 
Government from enforcement of the 
lease provisions. 


Thereupon the Government brough 


an injunction suit and had a 'halt call 
ed by the Court upon the Railway cor 
poratlon on the claim that Govern 
ment property was not subject to con 
demnation and on the ground more- 
over that the company had waived 
"Eminent Domain" rights In the prem 
Ises by accepting the land under a 
lease. 


Alter this there was something in th 


papers about the matter.' There was 
also some talk on the streets with the 
difference for a topic. 
A committee 


waited on 'the Cabinet and the affair 
had an airing before the Chamber o 
Commerce. It was represented tha 
there was great and manifest need fo 
more wharf room and that the Railway 
Company, had secured a right to its 
waterfront and should "be allowed ito 
hold the same under the law. 


Judge Stanley holds: 
The Oahu Railway and iUand Com 


pany, by the provisions or concessions 
of its statute, has the right to con- 
demn any land or waterfront "not in 
public use. 


The acceptance of a conditional lease 


from the Government by the Railway 
Company was not a. waiver on the par 
of the Railway Company of any rights 
or privileges it might have under its 
charter or statute 


This touches only the demurrer The 


question of whether or no the land in 
dispute is " In public use," as claimed 
by the Government, is a matter of fad 
not yet determined. The demurrer 
controversy does not raise the ipoint in 
a manner requiring a decision upon It, 


Finally: The injunction secured by 


the Government continues in force un- 
til "the matter of fact" Is adjudicated. 
The Injunction secured by the Railway 
Company is dissolved 


An appeal is taken from the decision 


of Judge Stanley and the next proceed- 
ing will involve the very fine point of 
whether or not the waterfront land 
leased to the Railway Company Is, 
within the meaning of the statute, "In 
public use " 


This is one of the Interesting para- 


graphs in the decision 
"Upon the 


argument to dissolve the defendant's 
njnnction it appeared that the defen- 
dant's lease dated March 15, 1890, was 
determined December 27, 1897, by the 
written notice from the Minister of In- 
terior dated. September 27, 1897, and 
that by the terms of the lease the Gov- 
ernment had the right to re-enter up- 
on ithe prmises. This the Govenment 
were proceeding to do until prevented 
by the restraining order of this Court 
Upon careful consideration of the ques- 
tion I am now of the opinion that the 
Goveramenet was entitled to the pos- 
session pending the determination of 
he question raised by the condemna- 
tion proceedings, and that the order 
restraining them was erroneously is- 
sued. If the defendant's proceedings 
in condemnation shall on the final 
bearing herein be declared to be valid 
they may s«k redress in damages for 
their being deprived of the use of the 
premises condemned "

THE 
INUNDATION. 


Not In many years certainly, per- 


bapa never before, has Honolulu been 
visited by such a flood as that which 
swept down Nuuanu stream from the 
falUa yesterday. The records show that 
for 80 days there has been rain during 
name part of the day 
At times the 


down fall has been heavy and has 
caused much Inconvenience. Yester- 
day there was damage to property and 
there was Imminent danger to the lives 
ot the people in the flooded districts. 
As It was there was one life lost. 


The flood was short and decisive. 


The ground is already thoroughly sat- 
urated by the heavy rains and the wa- 
ter sought the nearest outlet, the 
stream. The wisdom of building the 
relating walls along the lower portion 
of Nuuanu stream was clearly demon- 
strated. The greater portion of the 
•torrent was carried safely into the har- 
bor. Had It not been for the walls the 
damage to property would have been 
greater. Even then the lower portion 
ot the district was under water for sev- 
eral hours? 


The waters quickly subsided and the 


possibility of Immediate disaster pass- 
ed away almost as quickly as it came. 
Bat there is still danger, especially 
since the weather has not cleared. The 
lower stories of the houses of many 
people were flooded. In moat cases 
tihey were poor people who will desire 
to return to their homes before the 
rooms are thoroughly dry. Damp 
floors and walls breed malaria and 
kindred ailments quickly. Much sick- 
ness is llaHe to result The authorities 
should see that every precaution is 
taken in the district to avert this dan- 
ger. There may also be actual hard- 
ship among a people who are the least 
able to suffer the loss of what little 
property they possess. Should this be 
so, the community will very cheerfully 
respond to any appeals which may be 
made. 


ANNEXATION ITEMS. 


The 
Hartford 
Courant, Senator 


Hawley's ipaper, reviews the annexa- 
tion situation. It assumes that the 
votes of nine Senators are yet needed 
far the ratification ot the treaty. 
"Whether this Is <tihe opinion of Senator 
Hawley, who is a strong friend of t!he 
treaty, is not indicated. The Courant 
also states that .there is a stronger 
adverse sentiment in tine House than 
had been suspected. The applause 
wfcich, followed the speech of Mr. John- 
van of Indiana indicates it. The Cour- 
ant, however, believes that if a vote 
10 taken in the House on a joint reso- 
lution for annexation "the friends of 
annexation will foandsomely outnum- 


ite opponents." 


The Iowa Senate recently voted down 


a resolution endorsing annexation. On 
EhJa the Chicago Chronicle remarks 


it is entirely out: of place for a 


State Legislature to direct or attempt 
to control tflie action of Congress. The 
State body is entirely separate from the 


body. It represents a sovereign 


State, independent excepting in tihe ex- 
erotee of certain powers which It has 
yielded. If the Legislature of a State 
may instruct Congress, «he latter body 
may with equal right instruct the State 
Legislature. 


Speaker Reed claims that he haa the 


right to oppose annexation, not as 
Speaker of the House, but as a Rep- 
resentative. The question is, will not 
ICr. Reed as Speaker, be quite too 
friendly towards Mr Reed as Repre- 
sentative' 


Senaior Teller is reported to bare 


said In the secret debate on the treaty 
that the "annexation of the Islands 
stty afford a solution of the negro 
problem." He believes that the white 
men may "work" on these Island? but 
that here would be an idea.! plar» for 
colonizing American negroes 


We are not entirely prepared to en- 


dorse the accuracy of these figures, but 
they are quoted by the Southern Work- 
man. 


The Southern States will find work 


for many millions of Industrious ne- 
groes. But they would be only too 
willing to colonize Hawaii with negro 
tramps. However, Hawaii will never 
receive negro laborers of the kind that 
will immigrate, until she is in the very 
last ditch, so far as labor is concerned 
One good dose of the "way down" ne- 
groes on a plantation -will be quite 
enough. The good darkies can always 
do well at home. 


VIRGINIA AND HAWAII- 


A comparison of rtlhe public expendi- 


tures of these two States is extremely 
suggestive. Virginia haa an area of 
42,000 square miles. That Is, about six 
times that of Hawaii. She has a popu- 
lation of 1,665,780, of which 635,838 are 
colored. The remainder, 1,020,142,- are 
whites. She has Che finest water sys- 
tem of any State. The area of her sub- 
marine land suitable for oyster culti- 
vation is over 500,000 acres. Her great 
harbor, Hampton Roads, is, in its capa. 
city and depth of water, the finest on 
the Atlantic coast Her climate is the 
medium between the extremes of the 
cold of New England, and the heat of 
Che Gulf States. Her resources in coal 
and iron are vast At Richmond she 
has an enormous water power. The 
State was one of the first that received 
the English immigrants and her people 
have the best English blood. 


The estimated receipts of income by 


the State from all sources for the two 
years, 1897-1898, are $5,950,606. 


The receipts of the (Hawaiian treas- 


ury for 1896-1897, were $4,164,148. 


Therefore Bhe receipts of the Hawai- 


an treasury, (the population being 
110,000) are 70 per cent, of the receipts 
of the treasury of Virginia (population 
1,655,980). 


If calculated per capita, the income 


of V irginia is at the rate of $1.55 per 
head, while that of Hawaii, counting 
every nationality, is about |20 per 
head. 


Some allowance must of course be 


made for the absence of Customs -rev- 
enues In Virginia. 


The current expense account of this 


State for 1897, will be about $2,900,000 


>t which $1,430,000 will be used to pay 
nterest in the State debt leaving 
about $1,438,127 for the entire expenses 
of the administration. 


Hawaii expended in 1897 for current 
spense account the sum of $1,924,384. 
That Is, it cost something more to con- 
duct this Government, in all depart- 
ments, with our 110,000 people, than it 
does to conduct the Government of that 
grand old State, wtth Its 1,655,980 of 
>eople, and upon an area six times as 
arge as that of Hawaii. 


No one, informed on the subject, 
:harges that there is any extravagance 
in the Administration of our Govern- 
ment The difference in conditions 
compels the larger expense. 


State Senator Wickham, one of the 


foremost men In the State, in introduc- 
ing the appropriation Wll into the Leg- 
islature in February, alluded to the 
condition of the people. He said they 
were in a state of unrest Poverty and 
scanty means were evident everywhere 
that the farmers were calling tor some 
allevation in their distress, and were 
sinking deeper and deeper Into the 
slough of despond, and It was almost 
impossible to pay the taxes now levied 
on property. He besought them to 
bear the burden, as it would disgrace 
the State to again repudiate its debts. 


Perhaps the comparison we have 


made may suggest to many the bene- 
fits which America has bestowed on 
Hawaii, and lead .them to make more 
earnest efforts to assimilate the social 
condition of the Islands to that of <the 
American States. 


Even if the amount of Customs rev- 


enue is deducted from the Income of 
Hawaii, there still remains an enor- 
mous proportional increase of income 
over that of one of the oldest, and rich- 
est 1n natural resources of the Ameri- 
can States. 


To those >who 
sucbj matters It contains a warning 
and a threat It shows that we are 
already In the deplorable condition, of 
the British West Indies, saving only 
in .the matter tit our sugar market, 
which hangs by the stogie thread of 
American legislation, either with- or 
without annexation. 


The little State of New Jersey, cov- 


ering about thSvsame- area as itewtll, 
has over 2,000 different Industries.J?It 
has cost a vast amount of JaSor, 
thought, persistence, and even sacri- 
fice to establish them. The history of 
these industries is one of anxiety aad 
frequent disappointment. But Ameri- 
can pluck won Its way, in manr'cases 
without the aid of tariffs.

COFFEE PRICES. 


The Advertiser resents the charge 


made by the Bulletin, that It de- 
preciates or belittles the coffee Indtts* 
try. The coffee Industry must be gggr*, 
erned by business rules. The first ot 
these rules Is *o ascertain the fa<Sts. 
Now in "booming" new Industries this 
rule Is utterly, and wickedly, we do 
not 
say 
maliciously, disregarded. 


Thirty thousand people in California, 
if put on the witness stand, would 
solemny testify to the correctness of 
this statement. -We believe the Gov- 
ernment publication on the value of the 
Industry Is misleading. 


We would like to make the state- 


ment daily, that Hawaiian coffee Is 
worth 40 cents per pound, if It were 
true. We do know that failure to get 
at the truth will only retard, if it does 
not destroy this valuable industry. - 


The Bulletin quotes from a commer- 


cial circular published in San Fran-i 
Cisco, giving sales of Hawaiian coffee 
at 15% cents, 16 cents, and 17 cents 
per pound. The ".tenderfoot" reads 
these quotations, and banks on them. 
But the Bulletin does not tell him 
that these are quotations of only the 
higher grades. Out of 1,000 pounds of 
berries picked from the trees, only a 
hnited percentage is rated prime, and. 
sold at the highest price. There are 
several grades, each grade with leas 
value. The lowest grade may bring, 
only 6 cents per pound. What the, 
tenderfoot ought to know, and what, 
we, who wish .to put the industry on 
a firm basis, must tell him, is wha£ 
he average price of all the grades 
will bring. This has not yet 
done. 
We understand that in 


,own there are a number of very <Hte 
couraging accounts of coffee sates in 
San Francisco. These represent the 
value of the average grades, and not 
he highest.

MADLY RUSHING 


FLOOD WATERS 


(Continued from First Page.) 


A number of the floors were Inundated 
and the damage is quite a bit 


One boy of the St. Louis school near- 


ly lost his life. Hannibal Brito Is the 
son of the Brito formerly in the gro- 
cery business at the corner of King 
and Smith streets. The boy, aged 12, 
was returning to school from his home 
and approached the flood from Vine- 
yard street He undertook to cross 
the stream on a narrow board path. 
When in the middle he became dizzy, 
lost his 'balance and with a scream fell 
into the water. He had barely .touched 
the muddy waves when "Wm<. Mortis, a 
Hawaiian boy, jumped. Morris is more 
than half grown, and is strong and 
athletic. In a few seconds he had 
brought little BrHo to the slippery 
bank. Brito was taken at once to the 
College. Dr. C. B. Woods happened 
to be in the locality and gave the boy 
the usual treatment la such cases. 
Young Brito in a few 'minutes was out 
of danger and was put to 'bed. This 
Incident happened in but a few min- 
utes and was not witnessed by many 
people. 
It was early in the flood. 


Morris was praised for ihls bravery and 
presence of mind. 


GENERAL RESCUE 
TV ORE. 


Every time, there Js a heavy rainfall 


or an umisual shower reports comb 
from KauamakapiU, AaJa and other 
low districts along Nuuanu stream of 
danger to houses and people. 
The 


police always Investigate, but up to 
yesterday have only reported assist- 
ance was not required. Capt. Robt. 
(Parker was sent to the wet districts 
by Marshal Brown. The Captain after 
a hasty survey of the situation lost no 
time In informing his chief that mat- 
ters -were serious and in advising that 
a. wrecking detail be dispatched at 
once. Boats were needed Immediately. 
People were trying to move from their 
houses, but those unable to swim were 
shut In. 
. {Marshal Brown took charge at once. 
Very early In his work he met W. H. 
Hoogs of Hustace & Co. Mr. Hoogs, 
•on Warning the facts at once placed 
the entire drayage outfit of his firm at 
the disposal of the police department 
.without charge. This offer was prompt- 
ly accepted. 
Big drays were called 


from various jobs and loaded at once 
with row boats. Th« use of shore 
boats was freely granted by the boys 
who are in passenger traffic on the 
bay. Captain Potter of the Alden 
Hesse sent a .boat and. an officer and 
crew from his vessel. Captain Thomp- 
son of the R. P. Rithet did the same. 
The captain, of the H. B. Hyde did not 
like to be troubled, but Mr. Hooga 
levied on him for a boat 


When the rescue fleet reached the 


flooded district it found lots of work 
to do. Nearly all the .people living on 
the stream's edge had been loth to 
leave their homes, but were forced first 
to the verandas and then to the ground 
by the water. Men and boys were 
swimming about Women stood in the 
water to their armpits holding little 
children aloft. The natives were cer- 
tain -that they would be able to get 
oat of the pilikia, but were neverthe- 
less quite nervous Tfoe Chinese were 
cowed — thoroughly 
frightened 
and 


wholly hopeless. It was especially dif- 
ficult to handle the women of the race. 
They clung to their children and did 
not want to leave their homes. Their 
husbands bad DO direction of them. 
A number of Chinese women were car- 
ried from boose* by force. 


Mr. Roiretl, Superintendent of Pub- 


lic Works, bad the alarm early. He 
iraiv in command of a big gang of men 
engaged for the occasion and secured 
ropes and tools. J. A .Magoon was a 
bard worker. Con Sterling and John 
Otjderklrk made effective efforts In the 
saving of life and property. The po- 
licemen and the boat bor» under the 
command of Marsha) Brcr»rn and Cap- 
tain Parker seemed never to weary.

The 
fall right in the chy was almost as 
heavy as on Saturday afternoon last, 
though there were a series, of down- 
pours Instead1 of one sharp shower. 
None of the kamaalnas with whom re- 
porters for the Advertiser were able to 
fetch up yesterday would undertake to 
say that they recollected such a. rain 
on Oahu. In the business part of town 
Fort and Alakea streets were the worst 
Below Merchant on Fort the water was 
on the sidewalks and almost in the 
stores. The intersection of Alakea and 
King had the lake that It always shows 
when there is rain, but this time it 
was deeper and bigger. The tram cars

Kewalo and a large portion of Ka- 


kaako were Inundated. There were 
streams of water on Wilder Avenue, 
Pifkol and Keeaumoku streets. The 
rain In Punahou and Waiktki was very 
heavy and residents were put to much 
inconvenience. 


The rainfall recorded at Ewa was 


2.17 Inches. 


IS TBE OUTSKIRTS. 


The bridge over Waiktkl stream, 


near Long Branch resort broke down 
in the center, dropping a piece of Tram 
track. From that time on for several 
hours the street railway's passengers 
on the Walkiki run had to be content 
with a service to the bridge Instead of 
to the park. 


The Tram. Company had to take its 


stock from !tihe stables in Kalihi, near 
Kamehameha school. All of the build- 
ings at the Kamehameha school are 
on high ground and were not reached.

Fate of Lieut. Talbot and Four Men 


Near Hanalel-The Rescuing 


Party—Corvette Levant. 


Since the loss of 253 men of the U 


S. Navy and the noble battleship 
Maine in the harbor of Havana, Cuba, 
many lists have been made of similar 
disasters in all waters. Most of the 
residents of Honolulu have a more or 
less clear recollection of the loss of 
life and ships in the hurricane at Apai, 
Samoa, in 1889. Ships able to travel 
after the experience with the storm 
put in here for repairs 
About 143 


men, 
Americans and Germans were 


lost in that hurricane 
Of the war- 


ships Trenton, Vandalia, Nipsic and 
Calliope, the last named only was able 
to steam out of the harbor and ride 
the storm. 
The other three struck 


the reef. 
Much closer home to the people of 


Hawaii is the sorrowful story of the 
loss of the U. S. S. Saginaw, in the 
year 1870. Of this ship and her fate 
the accounts say: 
One of the most remarkable of these 


catastrophes overtook the Saginaw in 
1870. 
It was a steamer of the fourth 


rate and carried seventy-five men and 
officers 
Midway in the vast expanse 


of the Pacific ocean the vessel was 
wrecked upon a mountain peak. This 
peak, rising three and one-half miles 
above the water, is known as Ocean 
Island, one of the Midway group. On 
this 
uninhabited 
and inhospitable 


rock the voyagers were thrown, and 
thought themselves fortunate to get 
ashore without the loss of a life. 
Captain Montogomery Sicard, who 
was in command, ascertained by tak- 
ing a recokoning that he was somewhat 
more than 1,000 miles northwest from 
the Hawaiian group, the nearest inhab- 
ited land. So he and his ship's crew 
set to work, and with pieces of wreck- 
age from the lost vessel, made such 
additions of the gig as would render it 
seaworthy 
In this little boat, only 28 


feet in length, Lieutenant Talbot and 
five men started off for help 
The 


voyage was perilous enough in so frail 
a craft through the mighty swells of 
the Pacific. In 36 days the most wes- 
terly Island of the Hawaiian group 
was reached. A landing was attempt- 
ed through the surf the small boat 
waa capsized and Talbot and four of 
his men were drowned. Only one mem- 
ber of the expedition saved himself. 
He could not swim a stroke, yet he 
had survived six shipwrecks before 
His name was Halford, and for his ser- 
vices in conducting a rescuing party 
back to Ocean Maud he was made a 
gunner in the Navy. The boat in which 
the famous voyage was made is pre- 
served at Annapolis 
Ocean Island is a low reef instead of 


a high mountain peak. Otherwise the 
story is correct in almost every parti- 
cular 
The "westerly island" was of 


course Kauai. "Captain" Montgomery 
Sitard is now a rear-admiral and was 
recently in command of the North At- 
lantic squadron 
In speaking of the 


Saiginaw affair, a white man born on 
Kauai, and there in 1870, said yester- 
da}"It was an awful thing for Lauet. 
Talbot and his four men to Io3e their 
lives on Kauai after what they had 
gone through They arrived off Kauai 
during the night 
We learned that 


Talbot gave orders to tack away from 
land and went to sleep, he being quite 
exhausted 
The men were worn out 


with loss of sleep and with ha\mg hot 
little food and water 
Thev allowed 


the boat to get in too close and she 
was carried on the coral by the heavy 
swell then on 
This reef is between 


Hanalei Bay and Kalihiwai 
At low 


water it is exposed 
Had the party 


waited till daj light natives would have 
gone off from shore and taken them 
into the mouth of Hanalei Bay Two 
men were alive as found by the Island 
people In the morning 
The name of 


the sailor with Halford I forget but 
I remember Halford quite well and 
ha>e seen him in Honolulu since The 
other man died in a few hours Some 
of the bodies -were not found for sev- 
eral da-^s 
The remains of Lieut Tap 


bot were brought to Honolulu and 
placed in Nuuanu cemeterv

8, 
Government, In search of her, and call- 
ed at Honolulu. She returned to Pa- 
nama without learning anything re- 
garding the missing vessel. 
It was In the summer of 1861, that 


the writer, then making one of hia 
periodical trips around (Hawaii, arrived 
at "Walohlnu, in Kau. While there, a 
native fisherman reported that a large 
ship's apar had floated oa shore, and 
lay on the rocks near Kaalualu, which 
Is the most southern point of Hawaii. 
Subsequently, it was learned that this 
same spar, or one similar to it, had 
been seen In the water oft shore, by 
fishermen, some two months previous 
(June, 1861), but it had disappeared. 


Being at that time, editor and pub- 


lisher of the Pacific Commercial Ad- 
vertiser, the man's story furnished suf- 
ficient Inducement to the writer to visit 
the spot and examine the spar. In 
company with the late Charles N. 
Spencer, who was then living at Wal- 
ohlnu, we visited Kaalualu village, the 
native fisherman having been secured 
as guide. A ride of two hiours, and a 
walk (tf half a mile over rough lava 
rocks brought us to the place where 
the spar lay perched five or six feet 
above low water mark 
Mr. S. being 


an old sailor recognized it at once at 
the mast of a large ship, it having 
measured over 70 feet In length Fur- 
ther examination showed that it must 
have belonged to a war vessel, as it 
bore marks of having had several 
strong iron bands and the remains of 
a gun-rack, which could only have 
belonged to a warship. A sketch at it 
was then made by the writer, with 
measurements of its length, girth, and 
the rust marks of the iron bands. A 
chip was cut from it to ahcw the wood 
it was made of. 


Both Mr. Spencer and the writer be- 


came convinced that this was one 
of the masts -of the missing Levant. 
On arrival at Honolulu, the story was 
told, but the chip taken from the mast 
was claimed by the ship carpenters to 
be New Zealand Kauri gum pine, and 
not an American ptae This for a time 
cast a doubt as to its being the Le- 
vant's mast, some thinking it more 
Ikely belonged to a British ship, the 
loss of which had not been reported. 


However, the account of the finding 


of the spar, with its measurements 
and description and the chip referred 
to, were sent to the Navy Department 
at Washington. An examination into 
the history of the Levant was ordered 
and made, and It was found that she 
had once put into Auckland, New Zea- 
land, disabled, and while there was 
fitted with a new mast, made of the 
Kauri gum pine 
This investigation

A COFFEE DISEASE 


Mr. Marsden Sounds a 


Warning to Planters. 


Vegetable Fungus In Guatemala. 


Action oT Pest - Refrain From 


Importing, Says the Expert.

Sir:—I 


would respectfully call the attention of 
the coffee planters to a fungus disease 
thai Is seriously affecting the coffee 
plantations In Guatemala, the follow- 
ing account of this disease has been 
sent to tills bureau from Washington: 


It Is a vegetable fungus which is de- 


stroying the coffee culture of Guate- 
mala, so that the whole industry in 
that country is to be given up, unless a 
remedy Is found. 


So far no antidote 'has been found for 


this fungus, nor any means by which 
it can be kept In check, It not only at- 
tacks coffee trees but other plants as 
•well. 


It Is first seen as a little brown spot, 


about the size of a. pea, on the leaf, 
there may be a number of such spots 
on a single leaf, in the center of each 
spot is a little orange, red growth, 
about the size of a dot, which under 
the microscope looks like a little ball 
on a stem. 


The action of this fungus on the cof- 


fee -tree is to cause the leaves to shrivel 
mp and fall off, so that the tree is en- 
tirely denuded of its foliage, the grow- 
ing berries also dry up and fall off. 


This fungus clings to seed coffee and 


may be transported to other countries 
reteeiving such seed. 


It would be a wise plan for our cof- 


fee planters to refrain from ImporSng 
seed coffee from any foreign country 
and any seed coffee for which orders 
have previously been sent, should be 
disinfected as soon as possible after 
being landed on the wharf, tihis can 
best be done by immersing the bags 
containing the coffee in strong lime 
water, made by putting a large bucket 
of unslacked lime into 50 gallons of 
water, after ,the lime is slacked it 
should be well stirred up and the bags 
of coffee should be Immersed in the 
mixture for at least 10 minutes. This 
method will effectually destroy any 
fungus spores that may be adhering to 
the bags or seed. 


There seems to 'have been a great 


and general desire on the part of the 
coffee planters to obtain coffee seed 
from Guatemala and other countries. 


There Is no doubt but that *he trees 


grown 
from 
Guatemala seed have 


borne crops much earlier than trees 
grown from Hawaiian seed, but it is 
by no means certain that the superi- 
ority of the Guatemala trees is main- 
tained as the trees become older, as a 
general rule, trees that bear at an 
early age, soon lose «heir vigor and are 
short lived. We -would like to hear 
from Mr. J. M. Horner on this sub- 
ject He was perhaps the first planter 
to grow the Guatemala trees.

BEETLES WANTED. 


The Bug Expert Finds the Pest Is 


Much Reduced. 


Prof. A. Koebele, the Government en- 


tomologist, would like to secure an 
unlimited number of Japanese beetles 
(rose bugs) for inoculation. He is sat- 
isfied from reports and from the fact 
that roses are again being brought In- 
to the country from abroad that the 
disease he first Introduced amongst the 
beetles has taken hold and Is spread- 
ing rapidly and doing effective slaugh- 
ter work. It Is the desire to keep this 
pest down to the lowest possible point. 
Professor Koebele says it Is doubtful if 
the beetle can ever be entirely wiped 
out, but believes It can be kept to the 
numbers able to do but little injury. 
Professor Koebele, In view of the rav- 
ages of insects abroad Is in favor of 
prohibiting the admission of foreign 
soils Into the country. 
Many of the 


pests, if not all, breed In the ground.
